MOSCOW, Nov. 11.—Since dawn today 
the streets of Moscow have been lined 
with thousands of people awaiting the ar- 
rival of the body of Czar Alexander. The 
city has almost disappeared under its man- 
tle of white and black draperies and 
wears a mournful and solemn aspect. The 
streets and houses are covered with crepe. 
Even the lamp-posts are thus covered. 
Festoons of crepe cover the sidewalks. 
Arches, obelisks and masts have been 
erected and covered with elaborate and 
sombre designs. Everywhere can be seen 
portraits and busts of the late Czar draped 
with The funeral train with Czar 
Nicholas, the Czarina, Princess Alix, num- 
erous grand dukes and grand duchesses, 
the and Princess of Wales, high 
officials and officers arylved at 10:30 o’clock. 

The party were met by the Governor of 
ew. the high officials of the city, 
Grand Duke Michael, Grand Duke Ser- 
glus and bis wife, Grand Duchess Eliza- 
beth, M. Duronva, Minister of the Inte- 
rior, and a most brilliant assemblage of 
military officers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—With the 
close of the work of collection of returns 
on the gubernatorial contest in California 
Saturday night complete returns had been 
received from 2084 in the 2274 precincts 
n the State, and the result showed a plu- 
rality of 757 votes for Budd, or, if the fig- 
sures accepted by the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee as Budd's plurality in San 
Francisco, namely 11,783, are considered, 
then Budd’s plurality in the State at large 
at the close of the count. Saturday was 
1234, with 190 precincts to hear from. 

Every effort was made today to collect 
the returns from as many of these miss- 
ing precincts as possible, but they are in 
remote districts with no telegraph or tele- 
phone connections, and with a very few 
exceptions no positive information in re- 
gard to the vote cast in these precincts has 
been obtained from the various county

These figures represent the following gains 
for Bstee over the figures which had pre- 
viously been received from alt the pre- 
cincts in those counties which had re- 
ported: 
total gain, 261. In the case of El Dorado 
county there is a gain of 6 votes for 
Budd, making Estee's net gain on these 
estimates, 255. The precincts which they 
represent number twenty-five, and, deduct- 
ing the 255 votes from Budd’s plurality, 
as given above, it leaves his plurality in 
2117 precincts 728, with 157 precmets to 
hear from. 

These missing precincts are located in 
twenty-seven counties. Seventeen of these 
counties have, as far as the returns have 
been. received, given pluralities for Estee, 
and the other ten have given pluralities for 
Budd.

WILLIAM L. WILSON. 


The West Virginian on the Demo- 
cratic Defeat.

POLITICAL TOPICS. 


POPULIST SENATORS PEFFER 
AND STEWART TALK. 


Their Party’s Relations to the Old 
Parties — Mr. Wilson on the 
Democratic Defeat—A Boom 
for Lincoln’s Son. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

“WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Senator Pef- 
fer has arrived from Kansas. Discussing 
the result of the recent election he said 


that we Pooulists-had-no reason to feel 
@treoura 


ged. 

“What we “have lost in Congressmen,“ 
he said,’ we ‘have more than made up in 
votes. The reports generally published 
would lead people to suppose that we had 
suffered a material loss in all respects in 
Kansas. Such is not the cage. In 1890 
we had about 105,000 votes in that State; 
‘in 1892 about 113,000 and in the late elec- 
tion from 120,000 to 125,000 in the face of 
the fact that about 20,000 of our voters 
had left the State on account cf the drouth. 
We failed in the election of officers be- 
cause were not paired with the Demo- 
crats. We have every reason to feel en- 
couraged for the future. In the country at 
large I feel confident that when the re- 
turns are footed up they will show our 
total vote to be little less than 2,000,000, 
which is about twice the Populist vote of 
two years ago.“ 

When asked if he believed that Gov. 
Tillman would co-operate with the Popu- 
Usts, if he should be elected to the Sen- 
ate, Peffer replied that he could not say, 
as Gov. Tillman had never outlined his 
intentions in that respect. He called at- 
tention to the fact that Irby, who sup- 
posedly shares the political views of Till- 
man, had remained in the Democratic 
ranks. Still,“ he added, the time must 
come when all Democrats believing as 
Tillman and Irby do must ally themselves 
openly with the People’s party. The East- 
ern Democrats are to all intents and pur- 
poses Republicans, and Democrats of the 
Tillman and Irby stripe cannot long re- 
main in the same party organization with 
them.”’ 

The Senator declined to discuss the ques- 
tion of the probable organization of the 
Senate, after the 4th of March by the 
Republicans with the aid of such Populists, 
like himself, who had affiliated with the 
Republican party before they became Pop- 
ulists, further than to say the time was 
too far distant to speculate upon and in 
a genera] way to remark that if the time 
should come when the Populists should 
hold the balance of power in the Senate 
he had no doubt they would exercise that 
power conservatively and wisely.’’ 

Senator Stewart of Nevada was less 
guarded than Senator Peffer in speaking 
of the assumption that certain of the Pop- 
ulist Senators would aid the Republicans in 
the organization of the Senate. He says 
emphatically that, so far as he is con- 
cerned, he will not enter into coalition with 
either of the old parties to secure the or- 
ganization. I don't care,” he sad, Which 
cf the old parties controis the machinery 
of the Senate. There is no advantage to 
us to be gained by a combination with 
either the Republicans or the Cleveland 
Democrats.

“The only ground,” he said, in con- 
clusion, on which I should be willing to 
unite with the Republicans would be 
on a platform pledging that party to a free 
silver policy.

The steamer Crown of England, bound 
north, struck on the rocks of one of the 
Santa Barbara Channel islands in a dense 
fog Wednesday morning, where she now 
lies, almost a total wreck, pinned firmly 
on the sharp points that project near the 
shore line. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
a small boat containing six weather-Dbeaten 
and sorrowful-looking sailors was noticed 
to approach the wharf at Santa Monica. 
The few early risers who had wandered 
out to the beach were surprised at the un- 
expected appearance of the boat, for there 
was no ship or craft of any sort in the bay 
to which the men might belong. As the 
‘boat came nearer it was noticed that its 
occupants appeared to be much fatigued 
and worn out, and when they reached the 
beach quite a crowd had gathered around, 
curious to know from whence the strange 
sailors came. They were not kept long in 
suspense, for the spokesman of the little 
party soon told them of the wreck of the 
steamer. He said that himself and com- 
panions had been sent out to secure aid, 
and that after continued exposure of two 
days and two nights had been finally 


guided to the wharf by hearing the sound 


of a locomotive whistle. The man’s name 
was Poole, and he had been first mate on 
board the unfortunate steamer. 
THE MATE’S STORY. 
After resting a short time and eating 
a square meal he was in condition to tell 


about his experiences which he did while ~ 


making the trip to this city to communi- 


cate with the ship-owners of San Fran- 


cisco. In brief, the substance of his stoty 
was as follows: 

“The Crown of England is an English- 
built ship. She has been engaged in coast 
traffic for some time, having been char- 
}tered by Rosenfeldt of San Francisco for 


a six months’ term. I was the first mate 


aboard her and we have been hauling coal 
from Nanaimo for some time. At 7 a.m. 
Tuesday morning, having discharged our 
cargo at San Diego, we steamed out to sea 
and started on our return trip. A heavy 
fog obscured the land and hung down 
over the sea in a dense bank, as we went 
out, but we met with ng mishap until 
we struck on the rocks Wednesday mom- 
ing. We were running on what is known 
as the outward course. The same heavy 
fog prevailed that had flaated in as we 


sea began to run. 
STRUCK WITHOUT WARNING. ; 
Nothing occurred to make us feel par- 
ticularly uneasy during the early part of 


the night, but about 2 o’clock in the morn- 


ing we struck on the rocks in about two 
fathoms of water. The steamer 
around, broadside on and the waves broke 
around her hull with great force. 

“There were no passengers on board, 
but we carried a crew of nearly twenty 
men. As the steamer threatened to break 
up we became anxious, for the shore was 
some distance away. Finally Fred Frand- 
berg, a sailor, took a line and swam with 
it to the shore, and we were soon able to 
land. Several parties were started out to

Death of the Millionaire Railroad 
Builder of St. Paul.

Sr. PAUL, Nov. 11.—T. A. Wilder, a 
millionaire, a native of Essex county, New 
York, where he was born in 1812, and for 
thirty-fivé years a resident of this city, 
died today. He was first in the wholesale

WHY BOOTH KILLED LINCOLN. 


REVENGE THE MOTIVE THAT 
IMPELLED THE ASSASSIN 


A Strange Story Now Told for the 


First Time Throws a New Light 
Upon this Most Dastardly

A special correspondent of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat writes from Raleigh, N. 
C., that from time to time there have been 
hints that there was a motive for John 
Wilkes Booth’s. assassination of President 
Lincoln, and that the motive was revenge?! 
A strange story, now told for the first 
time, shows that these surmises were well 
founded. and that Booth’s horrid crime was 
not simply the work of a madman, but was 
committed because of the execution under 
military law of his friend, Capt. Beall, of 
the Confederate army. 

The story is secured from Dr. George A. 
Foote of Warrenton, N. C., a well-known 
physician, who was in the Confederate 
service as a surgeon, and who was for a 
long time a prisoner at Fort Columbia, 
New York Harbor. Here is the narrative 
just as given by Dr. Foote, who was inter- 
viewed here: 

Capt. Beall was a noted Confederate of- 
ficer, and was so quick and so secret in his 
movements that he was a terror to the 
Federal commanders in and near New 
York.

RHINECLIFF (N. Y.,) Oct. 29.—(S al

The forests glowing with 
autumnal hues, the air full of a smoky 
Mellowness, the old military road stretéh- 
ing from New York to Albany over which 
Arnold, La Fayette and Washington

The Treatment of Farm-yard Manure, 


(Florida Experiment Station Bulletin 
We come now to the most important 
feature of the discussion, viz.: the proper 
treatment of home manures, (both vege- 
table and chemical), when it is desired 
to employ them so as to reap the great- 
- possible benefit from their applica- 


n. | 

In reckoning the true fertilizer value 
of any variety of manure, a great deal 
depends upon the kind of treatment to 
which it has been subjected. Thus, when 
stable manure is piled into heaps and 
left to decompose, exposed to sun and 
rain in the yard, without any form 
of shelter, it ll lose fully one-half of 
its. value as a fertilizer. 

Animal ure (8xcrement, etc.,) de- 
composes much moré rapidly than vege- 
table matter, and when mixed with the 
latter causes it to decompose with more 
rapidity thar it otherwise would. The 
facility with Which it readily under- 
goes the “rotting” process admirably 
adapts it to the purposes of a mechanical 
manure. It is also generally true that 
animal matter is richer in plant food, 
especially in nitrogen, than vegetable 
matter, and if during the heating pro- 
cess the rtion of animal to vegeta- 
ble matter is unusually great, there is 
danger of enough heat being produced 
to cause much of the nitrogen to be 
driven out of the heap in the form of a 
compound known as ammonia, unless 
precautions are taken to retain this vola- 
tile substance intact. This may bé done 
by sprinkling over the manure pile from 
time to time a liberal quantity of gyp- 
sum, or land plaster (sulphate of Hme.) 
The same results could be largely ac- 
complished by mixing with the manure 
a sufficiently large amount of litter to 
‘reduce the relative proportions of animal 
matter in the manure, or where the mix- 
ing with litter is done in the stalls be- 
fore the excrement is. transferred to the 
permanent heap. The same results are 
accomplished by frequently changing the 


litter so as to prevent it from becoming 


oversaturated with the excrement. 
The overheating of manure heaps can 
also be prévented in a meas occa- 


dy 
sionally wetting it. Perhaps it will de 


safe, in any Case, to prevent the escape of 
ammonia by supplementing either method 


of treating «manure. A little gypsum, 


powdered earth (clay) or some porous po 

sorbent, should always be added. Such 

material, applied either to the manure 

heap or in the stall, will likely be ad- 

vantageous in preventing the volatilization

The plant foods in farmyard 
speedily become soluble in water. 
manure should therefore be protected from 


rain to prevent leaching. A large propor- 
tion of the nitrogen in animal refuse is 
voided in the form of urine, and, generally 
speaking, the richer the diet, the higher 
this proportion will be. If, therefore, the 
manure is exposed and allowed to be 


washed by rain, and these washings al-

mentation. When the fermentation goes 
on in a place protected from rain, carbona- 
ceous matter is destroyed, but very Httle 
nitrogen is lost, provided the proper means 
for retaining it have been provided. The 
rotted manure when well made, is more 
concentrated than the fresh, having lost 
much weight during fermentation, with 
comparatively little logs of valuable con- 


stituents. 

Any kind of.vegetable substance which 
is to be appropriated for manurial purposes 
should also be cared for in a similar man- 
ner to that proposed for farmyard manure. 
By storing it in the protected compost and 
allowing it to decompose along with animal 
droppings, a home manure possessing a 
high agricultural value will be secured.

About a year ago, however, Palmer 
after several months’ notice to his em- 
ployer, resigned his position of business 
manager and wended his way eastward 
again, leaving a number of contemporary 
journalists who were not so stupefied by 
his rashness as to forget to work for his 
place. The lot fell to T. T. Williams, other- 
wise known as Tom! Williams, and here 
begins the story of our editorial writer, 
who was seeking his ‘‘health’’ in the south- 
ern town. 

He confided to your correspondent that 
young Hearst greatly missed ‘his former 
business manager. 
signed his job because Hearst would not 
sustain him in putting the brakes on edi- 
tor Williams, especially when editorial 
writing such as Williams was fain to in- 
dulge in tended, as Palmer thought, to 
interfere with the business of the journal. 
Palmer resented the failure of his em- 
ployer to back him up in his efforts to pre- 
vent the editorial policy from striking a 
tangent with the business interests of the 
paper, and gave Proprietor Hearst four 
months in which to find another business 
head.

CONSTRUCTION.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) Sir Edward J. Reed of the 
British admiralty, attaches great impor- 
tance to the effects of thé Ya-Loo battle on 
future naval construction, and comments 
on the use made on that occasion of the 
ram and topedo, and on the relative value 


Pof the various types of war vessels en- 


gaged. To the contention which has been 
made that the ram proved a failure, Sir 
Edward. considers that a full and ample 
answer is provided in the fact that the 
Chinese ships were unable from want of 
speed to get at the Japanese ships, while 
the fast Japanese cruisers, which pos- 
sessed the necessary speed for ramming, 
being without armor belts, were most 
judiciously kept at a distance from the 
enemy. Although it is the fashion to give 
a ram-like contour to the bows of these 
very fast cruisers, their bows are in 
reality so exceedingly fine-lined and slen- 
der as to be wholly unfit to deliver with 
safety to themselves a blow of the stem 
against an enemy’s moving ship. So that 
the keeping back of the rams by the Jap- 
anese officers was well advised. That tor- 
pedoes were little used ind had no prat- 
tical effect upon the issue of the battle, 


is doubtless due to the distance apart of 
the opposing ships, which were but seldom

The anti-toxin treatment for diphtheria 
In a recent 
epidemic in Norfolk, England, of the pa- 
tients treated in the ordinary way, 33 per 
cent. died, but after a supply of anti- 
toxin had been obtained, all the sufferers 
from diphtheria were inoculated with it, 
and all recovered. In England the de- 
mand for the serum far exceeds the sup- 
ply. In Vienna, the public takes an in- 
tense interest in the new treatment of 
the disease that has made such disastrous 
inroads: on its infantile population, and has 
started a fund for treating patients free 
of charge. One newspaper alone, the Neue 
Frei Presse, received $8000 in — 
confidence in the new remedy has been 
confirmed by the remarkable result in a 
case treated in one of the children's hos- 
pitals of the city.

For this purpose every sort of powder and 
wash has been recommended et one time 
or another, and then abandoned. Better 
than the most elaborate of preparations 
is plain soap, with which the mouth shoulé 
be washed every day as thoroughly as are 
the hands. Not only will the teeth be kept 
clean and sound, but many microbian com- 
plaints of the mouth and throat, such as 
pharyngitis and tonsilitis wil te 
warded off by this practice. A 
wet toothbrush should be passed over 
the soap, and taen be used in the mog 
without any water. The saliva makes 
emulsion, and the mouth is filled wit 
suds as soon as the teeth are briskiy 
brushed. The operation is completed OF 
passing the brush over the inside of tiie 
cheeks, after all the accessible portions of 
the teeth and gums have been gone over.

“Bighty-five boys have been given the 
privilaze of the home within the past 
Of these seven have found work 
has taken them away from the 
. Twenty-seven, to our knowledge, 
have left with no definite aim. Twenty- 

have returned to their own homes. 
Three were sent to the Whittier State 
School. Five were suspended and did not 
return, and three were expelled. One lit- 
tle fellow, who had been with us for one 
year and a half was adopted by a family in 
Clearwater. 

„Last July a cruel elevator took the life 
of one of our brighest and noblest boys. He 
had been in the home for over two years, 
and had lived an exemplary lite, exerting 
a strong Christian influence in the midst 
of opposition and discoufagements.

Bugene V. Baker, of the class of Yale 
N, has written an interesting letter to 
the Yale Alumni News on the history of 
foothedi: Mr. Baker, who is now a resi- 
dent of Los Angeles, is one of Yale's great- 
est athletic heroes of past days. He cap- 
tained the first Yale football team that 
defeated Harvard, and he established in 
Yale and in the United States — 1 
Rugby game of football, whic 8 
wan Mr. Baker won other honors at 
Tale, and in the grand trophy room of the 
mew Yale gymnasium there is a bronze 
tablet commemorating his athletic record, 
which was placed there by his classmates, 
and which is the only individual tablet 
in the gymnasium. Mr. Baker’s letter 
will be interesting to the lovers of foot- 
ball, as it shows how the game of today 
Das gone back to the earliest style of 
play. It is in full as follows: 

“History repeats itself in football as 
im other human events. And once more 
the demand is for more open play, less 
concentration. upon the center; more kick- 
ing and passing, less of the scrimmage 
and wedges; in a word, more strategy 
and less brute force. 

“We have been accustomed to read of 
the. dark age of Rugby football in this 
country, ‘when every member of a team 
hall to know how to kick, and passing 
was a feature of the game.’ When men 
were chosen more for their swiftness 
and agility and less for their weight; when 
@reaves for the shins, padded knickerbock- 
masks, and ‘ong hair were un-

“But the great rivalry. between Harvard 
and Yale kept up in baseball and boating 
generally developed a very strong desire 
between them to meet in football also. And 
after several years’ negotiations a game 
was arranged under compromise rules 
taken from the association and Rugby 
rules. This game proved conclustvely that 
methods so essentially different could not 
be combined, and that one must give way 
to the other. Harvard claimed so much 
for the Rugby game that Yale, together 
with Princeton and Columbia, finally de- 
cided to give up the association game for 
the sake of playing With Harvard, and 
they adopted the Rugby game pure and 
simple.in the fali of 1876. This change 
was more easily brought about at Yale 
by the fact that while Harvard had a team 
thorughly experienced in the Rugby game, 
Yale had lost all but two of her old play- 
erg and consequently there was not the in- 
fluence of old ties and traditions to support 
the old association game. This was a 
time at Yale of remarkable interest and of 
important changes and improvements in 
all athletics. A short time previous Yale’s 
first general athletic association had been 
formed. ‘Ham’ Avery had thoroughly 
overhauled baseball and started the nine on 
@ successful course, and ‘Bob’ Cook had 
introduced his stroke and began to win 
Tale victories on the water. And it was 
this same spirit and energy that inspired 
others to recognize football and to put it 
in a condition to worthily represent Yale’s 
interests. That it required courage we 
shall readily appreciate when we under- 
stand that an entirely new game has been 
learned, that the greater part of the team 
had to be chosen from men unfamiliar 


with football, that the treasury was with- 


out funds, and that there were no old men 
to come back and coach and train the new 
men; that, in fact, all depended upon the 
Players themselves alone and unaided. 
How- well they accomplished: their under- 
takings was evidenced by the immediate 


“The first game between two American 
colleges under the Rugby rules took place 
between Harvard and Yale at New Haven, 
November 18, 1876. The Yale men ap- 
peared upon the field in suits of blue jer- 
seys and stockings and white knee 
breeches; Harvard :with crimson jerseys 
and Stockings and white knee breeches. 
The brilliant colors of the costumes pre- 
sented a very attractive field to the spec- 
tators unaccustomed to see teams in uni- 
form. Harvard won the toss and chose

with the-kick. The Yale team appreciatéd 
the great advantage. Harvard had. with 
her veteran team, familiar with every fea- 
ture of the game, played for a time entirely 
on the defensiye, strong in their mutual 
support, but with few attempts to gain 
ground or advance the ball toward their 
opponents’ goal, while the Yale team, 
confident and fresh, played a most dash- 
ing game, passing and kick™g, frequently

“This frst game, as then played, was of 
an extremely open nature, the men cover- 
ing the whole field, instead of being con- 
centrated upon the center. lt was entirely 
free from heavy work, such as the modern 


mass play, and was ntially a running, . 


kicking and especially a passing game. 

“In choosing the suits of the players 
great care was taken. Canvas jackets and 
other unyielding garments were considered 
and discarded, because if tight they im- 
peded the free play of the lungs ond mus- 
cles, and if loose they facilitated the catch- 
ing and holding by ine opponents. Kaitied 
jerseys were s»lected because they per- 
mitted the greatest activity with the least 
restraint, and because it was almost im- 
possible for the tackle to hold to so vield- 
ing a substance. 

“They adopted training for the first time 

in the history of college teams. and 80 
theroughiy was it carried out that no mon- 
ager of the team ever failed in the new 
and trying emergency, and the same wen 
played throuchont the season, winning 
from Harvard, Princeton and Columbia, 
and no substitutes ever had an opportunity 
to play. ‘ 
“They introduced interferences, and al- 
though the Harvard players strenuousty 
objected to it and called upon the referee 
to rule it out, nevertheless they were con:- 
pelled to accept it so long as it was not. 
played while off-side, and so impcrtant has 
it since become that by special chauges in 
the rules 't has been given the widest pos- 
sible scope. They originated the erap- 
back. The English methoi of playing the 
scrimmage was to put the ball down and 
every one to kick it indiscriminately. Tbis 
was most distasteful to the Yale players 
from the first, becaus? it was dangerous to 
the players and because it was unskiliful. 
They, therefore, set about to defeat and 
prevent as much as possible the scrim- 
mage. The result cf their study was the 
snap-back. It was played at first by the 
player having the ball putting it down and 
with his foot snapping it back ihrough an 
opening to a man placed just outside the 
scrimmage and by him passed to another 
player farther back and to one side. ‘This 
was done so cuickly that the one receiv- 
ing the ball had time for à drop kick on a 
run. And it was the exact play tbat won 
the game against Harvard. 

“They originated and practiced team 
play. Previously in the association and 
Rugby games every player thought for 
himself, working out his own straicgies, 
nad carried them out each for himself 
without consulting bis companions and 
with only so much support from them as 
they could give on the instant. In this 


| game for the first time all depended upon 


the captain, all looked to him for directions 
and worked together for acccmplishbment, 
sacrificing individual prominence and bril- 
liancy to mutual support and dependency. 

„These principles are so well understood 
and so familiar to the player of today and 
he is so used to good training and good 
coaching that he can scarcely appreciate the 
position: of the first players, when all was 
new and experimental they had only 
their own courage and originality to de- 
pend upon for success. ‘ 

„Since the first game there have been 
many years of play and study and large 
expenditure of money to improve the game. 
There have been great developments and 
additions made and the rules have been 
modified and changed to correspond. Still 
the fundamental principles emain the 
same and the features brought out for the 
first time by the Yale team in this game 
are today recognized as the most impor- 
tant and valuable of the present methods 
of play, and they are due the originality 
and skill and thorough appreciation of the 
game by those first players.“

CALIFORNIA’S ADVANTAGES. 

All the prominent turf writers of the 
East are now directing considerable space 
to California’s advantagés as a wintering 
place for horses, Raymond, the racing 
authority of the Horse World, says in the 
last issue of that paper: 5 

“It is said that several of the Village 
Farm racehorses will winter in Cailfornia 
this winter, which is decidedly a new de- 
parture for the veteran Buffalo breeder 
and owner to take, but he doubtless has 
his reasons for taking it. ‘Knap’ Mc- 
Carthy wintered his trotters in California 
a few years ago, and was suited with the 
results. Budd Doble tried it a couple of 
winters about the same time and was not 
so well suited. There is no question but 
that Monroe Salisbury’s horses have come 
over from the Coast each spring in good 
shape, and the San Mateo stable, in charge 
of John Goldsmith, did better in 1892 and 
1893, when they were wintered in Call- 
fornia, than they have done this year, 
after wintering in Eastern New York, 
but other conditions might have caused 
the difference. There is one advantage in 
wintering ‘horses in California now that 
did not exist a few years ago, and that is 
the opportunity ners now have to race 
their horses on the way East in the spring | 
and thus be earning something in a time 
that they would otherwise be idle. A big 
meeting at Denver, Colo., is held in time 
so that the horses coming East can par- 
ticipate, and then when the Middle West 
is reached, Omaha, Council Bluffs, Sioux 
City, Kansas City, Des Moines and other 
cities afford a chance for several weeks’ 
racing. To this early racing may be due 
the favor with which the venture of win- 
tering horses on the Pacific Coast is now 
looked upon by some of the Bastern racing 
men.“

ELECTRICAL PROGRESS. 


THE ELECTRIC LAUNCH COM- 


New Method of Removing Facial 
_ Blemishes—A Common Scientific - 
Language — Reflectors for 
Use in Picture Galleries. 


NBW YORK, Oct. 20, 1894.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The electric launch is 
making such rapid headway in this coun- 
try that it appears as if not only would 
the inexplicable slowness with which 
Americans followed in the wake of En- 
glish electricians in the adoption and de- 
velopment ot electrical propelling craft be 
fully condoned, but that America will, in 
future, set the pace for the whole world 
in the number, magnitude and efficiency 
of its fleet of these possible forerunners 
of the electric ocean ship. A most prac- 
tical adaptation has been 22 in Phila- 
delphia, where the police force is to use 
an electric launch for patrolling the Dela- 
ware and Schuylkill Rivers, and a sta- 
tion ts being equipped to charge the bdat- 
teries. The electric launch is exceptionally 
well suited to such a service, as it emits 
no smoke, travels noiselessly, and makes 
but little disturbance in the water. This 
silence of approach was illustrated in a 
striking manner when 1 * 
zaun, the designer of the first electric 
that traveled on the Thames, made a trip 
in 1887, across the English Channel in the 
So stealthy was the motion

The First National Dank in the 
Hands of the United States Ex- 
aminer — San 
Bess Brevities. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 11.—(Special 
Correspondence.) A few days ago there 
was published in this column a statement 
of the returns this year from the place of 
H. L. Drew at Drew's Station, Mission 
District. This is one of the large ranches 
of the fruit-growing belt. The following 
is an account of the receipts from the 
small fruit farm of W. H. Randall in the 
foothill fruit belt at Highland. Mr. Ran- 
dall went to Highland from Riverside in De- 
cember, 1880, and found upon the place he 
had purchased twenty-five seedling orange 
trees and four lemon trees coming into 
‘bearing and four other orange seedlings 
set the previous September. These thirty- 
three trees were the only citrus fruits 
upon the place. The following June (1881) 
there were 198 more treés set, of which 146 
wre seedings and the others purchased 
for Mediterranean sweets, but which were 
found to be mixed, thirty-six being Medi- 
sweets, twelve St. one 
ustrallan navel and one selling.
